As wildlife habitat disappears, golf courses are 
* becoming important conservation areas and can 
be landscaped to keep both wildlife and people 
happy, University of Florida conservationists 
say.

To prove that point, the conservationists and 
_trained volunteers have embarked on a yearlong 
project to add wildlife habitat to the golf course 
at Killearn Country Club in Leon-County. 

Golf courses, when landscaped properly, can 
be ideal habitats for wildlife in an urban envi- 
ronment, said Project Wildlife ‘coordinator 
Georff Brown, a natural résources agent in UF's 
Institute of Food and Agricultural Sciences. The 
project. should’ serve'as a ‘model of how people 
and animals can share the same space without 

~ getting in each other's way, he said. 

“The right elements for both uses are there,” 
Brown said. “A pond; for iristance, is a water 
hazard to a golfer but a watering hole to a pos- 
sum.” 

So far, 13 upland areas have beén landscaped 
and three ponds have been aquascaped. Those 
projects were designed to put back native plants 
that likely were vendied. years ago, when thé 
land was farmed before the course was built, Ror 

‘instance, 4 stand of trees alongside a fairway 
might provide a home for birds. But add layers 
of ‘vegetation - shrubs, flowering and fruiting 
. plants, vines and flowers - and suddenly more 
animals can use the space.. 

` “We wanted to provide a canopy, a subcanopy, 
tall shrubs, low shrubs and then wildflowers 
becatise the vertical layering is attractive to 
wildlife," said David £dpps, a UF environmental 
horticulture agent who designed much of the

foreign sugar.” 

U.S. Sen. Bob Graham was 
among speakers who called for 
defeat of the measure and cited 
Florida sugar growers’ commit- 
ment to partnering in Ever- 
glades Restoration. He said 
killing the sugar policy-would 
prevent sugar farmers from 
helping to pay for restoration. 

« Sen. Byron Dorgan of North 
Dakota said it is misleading to 
compare U.S. and “world” sug- 
ar prices because the world 

" sugar prices are artificially de- 
pressed by countries that sub- 
sidize sugar exports and sell 
sugar on the world market far 
below the cost of production. 

Buker said the multi-nation- 
al candy corportions know well 
that the so-called world price is 
created by foreign govern- 
ments which ‘subsidize their 
own farmers and allow them to 


dump excess sugar on à very 
small spot market, where sug- 
ar sells for less than it costs to 
produce. 

He said these corporations 
are willing to put American* 
farmers out of business and 
put foreign ingredients of un- 
known origin in their products. 

"The price of sugar in the 
United States is far lower than 
anywhere else in the devel- 
oped world. The U.S. has en- 
Joyéd decades of stable sugar 
prices on both the wholesale 
and retail levels, while the con- 
sumer price of products 
charged by opponents of the 
sugar program have skyrocket- 
ed," Buker said. "This means 
subsidized foreign sugar will- 
kill American farmers and fat- 
ten the pockets of candy com- 
panies, but won't help the con- 
sumer at all."

Florida sugar farmers 
criticized a federal 
report which falsely con- 
cludes that importing 
more foreign sugar will 
lower domestic prices. 

, “This report by General 
Accounting Office (GAO) 
is' designed to help line 
the , pockets of large 
candy manufacturers at 
the expense of thousands 
of farm jobs across 
America," said Robert H. 
Buker, senior vice presi- 
dent of U.S. Sugar Corp. 

The report by the GAO 
was made in response to 
a' question by Congress- 
ional.opponents of the 
United States sugar poli- 
cy. 

They are trying to flood 
U.S. markets with highly 
subsidized foreign sugar 
priced below the cost of 
production," Buker said. 

"American farmers can 
compete with any farmer 
in ' the world," Buker 
said. "But we can't com- 
pete with foreign govern- 
ments that pay inflated 
prices to their farmers." 

The GAO report suggest 
that the. U.S. government 
lower the border protec- 
tion it currently grants 
American sugar farmers 
to force the price of sugar 
lower than the current 
twenty-two cents per 
pound to what it calls the 
“world market” prices of 
six cents a pound. 

“No sugar in the 
is produced at 
price,” Buker said.

The GAO report also 
was criticized by the U.S.

during ` the 1997-1999 
period ' since the" last 
sugar pfogram reforms 
were passed by Congress.
